Pitched Battle Between Troops HINDENBURG LINE 
Of U. S. And Greasers 


Nogales, Ariz., Aug. 27. (/P)— One American fell in the fighting 


in the streets of Nogales late today, one civilian was killed, an officer 


was seriousy wounded and between ten and twenty American soldiers 


were killed during a skirmish which took place 
between American 


troops and Mexicans in Nogales, Sonora. 


Approximately fifteen Americans were wounded, including Lieut. 


Col. Fred H. Herman, who was shot through the right leg while com ­ 


manding the American troops but continued in command on crutches. 


While casualties on the Mexican side of the border are not known 


tonight it is estimated to o have been killed by tiring from the American 


side while at least twice this number, including a number of civilians, 


were wounded. It was reported that the mayor of Nogales, Sonora, had 


been klled but this is not confirmed. 


Fighting followed efforts of a Mexican customs official to smuggle 


a fellow countryman across the boundary line into the l/nited States. 


An American sentry attempted to stop him. Tw o Mexicans fired at the 


sentry across the street striking him in the right arm. I he tire was re- j 


turned by American patrols and soon became general. Bullets are fall­ 


ing thick and fast in Nogales now and Amercan snipers located in trees 


and on housetops are endeavoring to pick oft Mexican snipers on the 


opposite side. 


As soon as the firing became general calls were sent to Douglas, 


Ariz., Fort Huachaca and outpost points. These are cavalry posts and 


reinforcements are expected to start tonight making the trip overland.
